1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of 
drawings, filed on 1 1/27/2002 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The correction to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1 , 4-6, 22-23 and 31-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Maddock. 
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Maddock (US Patent Number 6,466,369 B1 ) discloses a portable rear projection 
system (Figure 32) with retractable displaying facilities from a deployed position to a 
stowed position (column 17, lines 57-67), comprising image memory information 
(column 18, lines 63-65), a projector (32-7) that projects light onto the retractable rear- 
projection screen (32-1), a folded light path (32-13) between the projector (32-7) and the 
screen (32-1), wherein said screen (Figure 20) is folded into a first sheet (left section of 
element 20-1), a second sheet (central section of element 20-1) and a third sheet (right 
section of element 20-1) when the screen is extended; the first sheet, second sheet and 
third sheet being continuous (column 14, lines 50-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-1 2 and 26-28 are allowed. 

5. Claims 3 and 24-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art does not teach a retractable rear-projection screen, comprising in 
combination with the additionally recited elements, a viewing screen further disposed, 
when extended, to receive the light, at least some of the light having been selectively 
reflected back and forth between the first sheet and the second sheet; wherein the 
viewing screen extends so that a first sheet is interposed between the viewing screen 
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and a second sheet, the first sheet selectively transmitting and reflecting light from the 
image formation module, the second sheet reflecting the light from the image formation 
module; routing feedback from the at least some indexing portions to the image 
formation module; selectively transmitting and reflecting the projected light base on a 
polarization state of the projected light, the transmitted light being transmitted to the
